Hugh (Duffy ) D au g h e r t y stands head and 
shoulders above his brothers in the coaching profession, 
if we can believe the news. 
Many of the fraternity are probably still shaking 
their heads in wonder. 
I don't know what points Duffy based his decision <m. I pass 
no judgment on hts scruples as a recruiter, tacUcian, character 
builder, etc. 
I have never met the highly -successful coach of the Michigan 
State Spartans. 
But I am aware that he has turned out some mighty fine foot­ 
ball teams at the East Lansing school, Duffy ’s teams annually are 
among the elite of the country . 
All this ks history . Coach Daugherty currently rates a 21-g\m 
salute, not for being a winmng coach, but for reiusing to accept the 
Texas A&M job. 
He had been offered the past, vacated by Paul Bry ant, at a re­ 
ported » alary of $60.(K)0 a y ear. 
In this day and age of college football coaches skipping from 
campus to campus each fall for numerous reasons, vary ing from 
higher pay to better recruiting possibilities, Daugherty ’» announced 
reason assumes noble proportions. 
Since he received a salary estimated between $23,900 and $25.000 
at Michigan State, Duffy passed up some 135,000 
a y ear^—if the 
Texas A&M offer is correct. 
Many a coach has pulled stakes for much les.s an inducement. 
But Daugherty rejected the Aggie job with a statement that 
must have brought howls of laughter from many of the brotherhood. 
He said, simply : 
“ My roots are too deep at Michigan State.” 
Daugherty could have left the Spartans with a clean consience 
since he had no contract. He held a full professorship. There would 
have been no contract-breaking which features most of the coachmg 
switches. 
Perhaps Duffy had reasais to use; perhaps be’il gain m the 
long run (undoubtedly not $35,000 a y ear, though.) 
At any rate, the fact that he chose to remain at the school he 
has served for 11 y ears—assistant and head coach—does him credit. 
If every school honored its coaching contracts and every coach 
fultilled his obligation, what a wholesome sport college football could 
become. 
There’s a frightening aspect of the Daugherty -Texas A&M story , 
by the way . 
It Is inconceivable that a football roach would be offered 
a sal­ 
ary even approaching $60,000 per autumn. There isn't 
a man, football 
team, school or game worth that much money . 
Football coaches are subject to murderoua, kime-consuming 
schedules, to be sure. But things have come to a pretty pass when 
it is even suggested that a coach receive more money than senators, 
judges, governors, scientists and others w'bo bold positions of much 
more responsibility . 
It IS certainly po.ssible that the A&M offer was exaggerated. 
It is also possible that Daugherty chose to remain at Michigan State 
for reasons other than loy alty to an uistitution. 
But for the good of a great « port, I hope he » poke the truth nnd 
I hope even morn that wt heard the last of $60,000-a-y ear college
